emies. These include (1) drain- 
ing ears that can lead to deal 
ness. (2; squinted eyes that pro- 
hibit good vision. <3) under, 
weight which can indicate more 
serious disorders, and (4) thin 
blood that can be caused by 
parasites or bleeding disorders. 
These culprits are being pin 
pointed so that Perry County 
physicians and nurses can blot 
out disorders that keep our 
first-graders from normal heal- 
th and full use of school. 

An outside group of 15 pub- 
lic health doctors, nurses, and 
technicians have worked here 
along with the Perry County 
staff and 20 auxiliaries. The 
auxiliaries are past Health De. 
partment volunteers who are on 
salary during the screening 
dates. 

The joint state-federal project 
originated as the Community 
Services Act of 1961. The Perry 
County Board of Health was 
consulted and gave its approval 
last spring.

Every morning during this 3

Immuniza- 
tions were brought up to date. 

For seme children this was a 
routine examination. For others, 
it offered needed medical atten- 
tion. Whereever disorders ap 
peared, they were referred to 
local medical practioners. Pre- 
ventive medicine, the use of 
modern knowledge to promote 
health and prevent disease and 
disability was always promoted.
